THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
Rockingham, ss. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of New Castle, in said County of Rock- 
ingham, in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said New 
Castle, on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next, at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To hear the reports of agents, officers and others heretofore 
chosen and to pass any vote in relation thereto. 


2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year ensuing. 
The polls for the election of town officers shall open at ten of the 
clock in the forenoon, and not be closed before five of the clock in the 
afternoon. 


3. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray 
town charges for the ensuing year and to make appropriation for the 
same. $ 


4. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen to in- 
cur temporary loans in anticipation of taxes for the year 1952, upon 
the credit of the town, to be repaid from taxes levied and assessed 
during the year 1952, as the same are collected. 


5. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount to be made to 
those persons who shall pay their taxes within a reasonable time 
after they receive notice of the taxes assessed against them and to fix 
the amount of such discount and the time within which such discount 
shall be allowed. 


6. To see if the town will vote to participate with the other 
towns and cities in the area in the advertising, promotional and pub- 
licity activities of the New Hampshire Seacoast Regional Develop- 
ment Association as authorized by law and to appropriate the sum of 
$99.00 therefor. 


7. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 


- of Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) for the payment of pensions 


to former school teachers for the year 1952, as authorized by law. 


8. To see if the town will vote to accept Town Road Aid from 
the State for the construction of town roads and to raise and appro- 
priate a sum not exceeding $55.00 therefor. 


9. To see if the town will vote to abolish the municipal court 
heretofore established and direct the town clerk to certify such vote 
to the secretary of state. 
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10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 for the salary of the justice of the municipal court. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $500.00 for the restoration and care of public cemeteries within the 
confines of the town which are not otherwise provided for. 


12. To see if the town will vote to direct the cemetery trustees 
to make a study into the feasibility and advisability of acquiring 
land therefor and the laying out of a new cemetery in the town, and 
consider the possible locations available therefor and make a report 
thereof, with their recommendations thereon, at the annual town meet- 
ing for the year 1955, 


13. To see if the town will vote to establish, equip and maintain 
a suitable playground upon the easterly end of the school grounds, 
formerly the Locke Field, with the consent and approval of the school 
district, and raise and appropriate the necessary sums therefor. 


14. To see if the town will vote to employ one full time employee 
to serve as janitor of the town hall, care for the equipment of the 
highway department and the water department and perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by the selectmen in the care, 
protection and preservation of town property, and raise and appro- 
priate the necessary sums therefor. 


15. To see if the town will vote to establish a Planning Board in 
accordance with the provisions of sections 1 through 15 of Chapter 
53 of the Revised Laws, as amended; such board to consist of five or 
seven members one of whom shall be a selectman chosen by the 
selectmen, the other members to be appointed by the selectmen, to 
study the town’s development and to make to the town appropriate 
recommendations for the promotion, development and maintenance of 
orderly growth, progress and development of the town. 


16. (Upon petition of Jessie R. Scammon and nine others) To 
see if the town favors or opposes the establishment of a military air 
base in the Portsmouth-Newington area. 


17. (Upon petition of Jessie R. Scammon and nine others) To 
see if the town shall direct the selectmen to communicate with the 
Secretary of Defense for Air in Washington, D. C., and record with 
him the vote taken by the voters in regard to the establishment of a 
military air base in the Portsmouth-Newington area. 


18. (Upon petition of Ralph C. Margeson and seventeen others) 
To see if the town will vote to amend the Zoning Ordinance of 1951, 
adopted at the annual town meeting held in the year 1951, and entitled, 
“A By-Law to Establish Zoning Rules and Regulations” by adding 
thereto the following, to wit: 


Town oF NEW CASTLE 3 


1. No building shall be erected in the Residential, Commercial 
or Beach districts of the town of New Castle the over all height of 
which from the main ground level to its highest point exceeds (35) 
thirty-five feet, nor in the said districts shall any building be erected 
of more than two and one-half stories. The height of chimneys shall 
not be used in the computation of the height of the building. 


2. Each dwelling or building altered for dwelling purposes in the 
Residential, Commercial or Beach districts shall be situated upon a 
lot having a minimum of 5,000 square feet and a minimum of 60 feet 
frontage on an accepted street. This restriction would not apply to a 
smaller lot or a lot with less street frontage provided such smaller 
lot or lot with less street frontage be recorded by deed or plan in the 
Rockingham County Registry of Deeds prior to January Ist, 1951. 


8. Any non-conforming building suffering casualty by fire, wa- 
ter, windstorm, flood or other catastrophe may be replaced and used 
for such non-conforming occupancy provided that such replacement be 
commenced within a period of six months from the date of the cas- 
ualty. Such non-conforming replacement shall not exceed the physical 
dimensions of the original building. 


4, Upon any well founded information in writing from any per- 
son aggrieved that the provisions of this ordinance are being violated, . 
or upon its own initiative, the Board of Adjustment and/or the Board 
of Selectmen shall take appropriate legal action to enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, or shall apply for an injunction in the New 
Hampshire Superior Court. 


5. No building shall be erected, moved, or used for purposes of 
_ habitation unless the ground floor area shall equal or exceed 450 
square feet. 


6. In the Residential, Beach and Commercial districts no build- 
ing shall be erected on land or premises used for the following specific 
trades or uses: A. Commercial explosives or fireworks manufacture. 
B. Commercial paint, oil, turpentine or varnish manufacture. C. 
Commercial preserving and canning of fish and sea food products. D. 
Commercial tanning, curing and storage of skins and hides. E. Com- 
mercial rubber manufacture, and treatment of rubber products in- 
volving offensive odor. F. An overnight cabin or cabins, motel or 
motels, cabin court, trailer or trailer court or camp. G. Commercial 
slaughtering, except as licensed by the Board of Selectmen. H. Com- 
mercial fat, grease, lard and tallow manufacturing, refining and ren- 
dering, fertilizer manufacture. 


qs Invalidation by the Courts of any portion of these ordinances 
shall not act to invalidate any other section or provision hereof. 


8. Penalty. Every corporation, firm or person violating any of

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-second report as superintend- 
ent of your schools. The statistical report for the past completed 
school year will be included and also the pupil enrollment in our local 
school, as well as a list of tuition pupils attending Portsmouth for the 
current year. 


The present year began on Wednesday, September 5, 1951, with 
an enrollment of 51. This compares with last year’s figure of 44, and 
the preceding year of 87. There are 34 New Castle pupils attending 
the Portsmouth schools. The district is responsible for the tuition of 
32 of these. 


The people of New Castle are to be congratulated upon their vote 
to construct a new school building. The plan adopted calls for a mod- 
ern three-room building, conforming to the most approved standards. 
Its first objective is service to the children. Special care has been 
taken to have the most approved lighting. Windows are large and 
well-placed. All furniture is finished with light, non-glare surface. 
The heating system used is that of forced hot water, with three-zone 
control. By this means uneven heating between the different rooms 
is avoided. 


The floor plans are adapted to modern classroom procedures. The 
rooms are equipped with modern, movable furniture. Because of 
this, our school will have a workshop atmosphere. Work by small 
group units will be possible, since those having similar problems may 
work together and apart from the class as a whole. A pleasant, quiet 
building is an incentive to orderly endeavor. Our new rooms will be 
finished in cinder block, with ceilings having an acoustical factor. 
Each of these features helps to lessen noise in the rooms. Until such 
time as three teachers will be required, the third may well be used as 
an activity room. This will enable the children to work on larger 
projects than is possible in the classroom. Some degree of physical 
education may also be made a part of the school program. 


The Federal government, by Public Law 874, has recognized its 
obligation for assisting in educating the children of its employees. 
By this law, funds are allotted to the school districts in proportion to 
the number of pupils who are educated by the district and whose par- 
ents work in the Navy Yard. The New Castle district has received 
$1,502.77 and has been approved for $644.05 in addition. By this 
much the Federal government has reduced the cost of our schools to 
us. There is nothing certain about the continuation of this law. Ap- 
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plication for aid during the current year has been made and has been 
received in Washington. We have received notice that this applica- 
tion is being processed. 


The Parent Teacher Association is a valuable ally of the school. 
The percentage of parents belonging to the local group must be a 
source of pride to New Castle. Always interested, it has proved its 
value on many occasions. 


Supervisory Union No. 21 voted the purchase of a film strip li- 
brary. Film strips are strictly teaching aids, made by recognized 
teachers for presentation of school subjects. By the joint purchase 
of the seven districts, the entire library will be made available to all, 
the cost being apportioned according to the number of pupils using 
the films. Pictures are always attractive to children. If arithmetic, — 
geography and science can be presented in picture form, the lessons 
are learned more easily. 


As an improved service to the children of our school a Keystone 
Visual Survey Telebinocular has been purchased by the Lions Club of 
Hampton. This machine measures more accurately the eyesight of 
our pupils. Fourteen different tests are given measuring defects 
found throughout the country among school children. A more ac- 
curate testing will result from this service.

By Chapter 163 of the Laws of 1951 the assessment of costs 
against respondents in criminal cases was forbidden on and after July 
1, 1951. It became the duty of the court before whom any witness 
testified to maintain a register of all persons who have testified as 
witnesses for the state or who are entitled by order of the court to be 
paid witness fees in each criminal court; such witness fees to be paid 
out of the monies collected by the court. Prior to that time it had 
been the practice of the justices of said court to remit the fines and 
costs collected to the town treasurer and request the honorable board 
of selectmen to issue orders upon the said treasurer for the disburse- 
ments for said court as directed by the justices thereof. On and 
after July 1, 1951, it became necessary, proper and convenient for the 
said court to maintain its own financial records and accounts and the 
following schedules constitute a full, complete and accurate state- 
ment thereof.
